Famed for thoroughbred horses, bourbon whiskey, 
mysterious underground caverns and southern hospital­ 
ity, Kentucky can now boast of the world’s largest man- 
made lake. From the huge Kentucky dam about 20 miles 
east of Paducah, Kentucky Lake extends south across 
the blue grass state and Tennessee to the Alabama state 
line— 184 miles long. Developed 
by Ihe Tennessee Valley Author­ 
ity for flood control, navigation 
and power—a 
series 
of 
more 
than twenty dam s hold back the 
waters of the Tennessee river 
and 
its tributaries to form a 
series 
of 
small 
slack 
water 
lakes before the stream widens 
out to create Kentucky Lake. A 
navigation 
channel 
has 
been 
provided from

dw elling in unincorporated areas 
in Riverside county w ill be under 
control of a new sabutation or­ 
dinance given ten tativ e approv­ 
al of supervisors M onday. The 
m easure w ould give the county 
health departm ent th e power to 
govern the m ethod of sewage 
disposal for each dw elling unit. 
Before such installatio n s could 
be 
m ade in areas 
outside 
of 
cities, owners of dw elling units 
w ould have to o btain a perm it 
from the h ealth departm ent u n ­ 
der the proposed law. 


THE 
ORDINANCE 
has 
been 
under consideration 
for 
some 
m onths and has been previously 
rejected, M onday, however, su p ­ 
ervisors voted to refer it to the 
county planning com m ission and 
County Council W. Ow Mackey 
for study. Indications were that 
a m ajority favored th e bill.

There is not much doubt that the 
Senate will vote soon to extend social 
security coverage to about 10,000,000 
more people than the 35,000,000 now un­ 
der the old-age and survivors-insurance 
system. 
' In itself that is not remarkably sig­ 
nificant.

What is significant about 
the two-party support for extension of 
coverage is this: It is now generally rec­ 
ognized that the system must be put on 
a pay-as-you-go basis. Yet, with an eye 
toward elections, even the most conser­ 
vative members of the Senate are finding 
themselves willing to add 10,000,000 to 
a system which they suspect is finan­ 
cially unsound, leaving to the next Con­ 
gress a chance to untangle the web. 
Chairman Walter George of the Senate 
Finance Committee, one of the most 
conservative of senators in either party, 
produced the bill for extension and at 
the same time proposes at some future 
date a general overhaul of the system. 
Senator Milliken, chairman of the Re­ 
publican conference on the pending ex­ 
tension bill, echoes the same idea. And 
no one has asked, in a voice loud enough 
to break into print, why 10,000,000 peo­ 
ple should be added now to a system 
which needs to be entirely remodeled 
anyway. 
What is happening is this: Employers 
and employees, on a 50-50 basis, have 
paid into the social security fund some 
12 billion dollars. The government has 
borrowed this money for operating ex­ 
penses, and given in return its blood— 
just as it does when an individual buys 
a federal savings bond. However when 
the employer reaches the required age 
and starts claiming his accumulated in­ 
surance, the government must get the 
money through taxes. The result is that 
the insurance money comes out of tax­ 


ation in the end, and the savings-for- 
old-age feature is illusional. 
It is a matter of bookkeeping, one 
may say. But the current approach to 
the subject in Congress is symptomatic. 
We have come to accept the inevitability 
of deficit federal financing at a time of 
extraordinary 
obligations. 
This news­ 
paper believes that deficit financing, 
even under today’s tremendous military 
and foreign commitments, is inevitable 
onlv because Congress misjudges the in­ 
telligence of the people of the United 
States. 
We believe it would be possible to 
halance the federal budget were it not 
for 
the 
congressional 
inclination 
to 
preach economy but to vote pet projects 
aimed unabashedly at the voter. We 
have in mind particularly the rivers and 
harbors bill; but the same principle ap­ 
plies to the headlong rush, in connection 
with excise tax reductions, of congress­ 
men proving to fur dealers, leather deal­ 
ers, and all the other affected interests, 
that they are kindly disposed. The result 
has been not a $600,000,000 reduction, as 
President Truman recommended, but ap­ 
parently a $1,100,000,000 reduction. Sen­ 
ator Taft, incidentally, who like Senator 
George is said to stand for ways con­ 
servative and sound, is one of those who 
appears to consider this a “reasonable” 
reduction. 
The same philosophy has operated 
in agricultural legislation— to a point 
where million-dollar parity payments can 
be and are paid out to giant agricultural 
operators, when price supports were de­ 
signed 
primarily 
to 
protect the dirt 
farmer from ruin. 
A balanced budget is within the grasp 
of Congress. It need not cripple defense. 
It need not jeopardize our world respon­ 
sibilities.-It demands only the realization 
that the voter and the taxpayer are one 
and the same, and intelligent enough to 
know good government. 


Independence Day 
States or Territories 


Fourth of July orations aren’t as pop­ 
ular as they used to be. One reason, per­ 
haps, is that the older we grow as a 
Nation, the dimmer becomes the mem­ 
ory of our revolutionary struggle to 
throw off the British yoke. 
Actually, as any school child knows 
if he reads between the lines of his his­ 
tory books, the young America did a 
great deal more in 1776 than establish 
its independence from British rule. The 
American Colonies broke from the old 
order of tyranny that existed every­ 
where, and established a new concept of 
self-government that counted individual 
liberty and freedom valuable above all 
else. 
The revolutionary society that Amer­ 
ica pioneered came to full flower here. 
Only a few of the seeds sown elsewhere 
took root, and many that grew wilted 
on the vine. 
Today, tyranny is nearly as wide­ 
spread as it ever was. And though Amer­ 
ica remains a shining example of the 
kind of life possible under a system dedi­ 
cated to respect liberty and freedom, 
there are those among us who are tempt­ 
ed to believe that freedom isn’t worth 
the effort to preserve it. 
On every street corner can be found 
the all-powerful government advocates, 
the socializers, the timid ones willing to 
sacrifice their fellows on the altar of 
security. They have forgotten that the 
founders of America whose memories we 
celebrate, on Independence Day fought 
for the success not just of a new country, 
but a new idea. 
Today, the light of that idea shines 
virtually alone in a world of darkness. 
But it need never fail unless we put it 
out ourselves. 


California became a State one hun­ 
dred 
years ago. 
The other 
Western 
States ended their territorial status a 
long time ago, too. Arizona in 1912, was 
the last to acquire Statehood. 
Observers at the annual Governors’ 
Conference, in White Sulphur Springs, 
West Virginia, 
however, could 
easily 
have gained the impression that the 
West is still a territorial ward of Uncle 
Sam. True, the Western Governors stood 
right up and took the Federal Govern­ 
ment to task for deficit financing and 
complained that high Federal taxes are 
robbing the States of tax sources needed 
for purposes of local Government. They 
complained, too, of Federal invasions of 
States’ rights. 
But when the discussion turned to 
development 
of water resources, the 
Western Governors, with the exception 
of Utah’s clear-thinking Governor Lee, 
were agreed that handouts from Uncle 
Sam for this purpose are just dandy, re­ 
gardless of the fact that they contribute 
to deficit financing, make high Federal 
taxes necessary, and constitute an in­ 
vasion of States’ rights. 
Governor Alfred E. Driscoll of New 
Jersey took the Western Governors to 
task for their inconsistency in running to 
Washington for help. "As long as the 
Federal Government is engaged in de­ 
ficit financing,” he pointed out, “all the 
money used on these (water and power) 
projects is borrowed money. The States 
should do the job them selves.” 
In its battle to keep the Federal Gov­ 
ernment from confiscating its tidelands, 
California has demanded its rights as a 
State. In asking the Federal Government 
to take over our water resources, how­ 
ever, California has often acted like a 
territory. One thing is certain: we can’t 
be both at the same time.

In face of Board findings to the contrary, union leaders insist on 
48 hours pay for 40 hours w ork. This would be an average in­ 
crease of 31 cents an hour, or $ 2.48 a day. So Union leaders 
have called a completely unjustified strike on 5 Western rail­ 
roads, effective June 2 5 . 


On June 15, an Emergency Board ap­ 
pointed by President Truman under the 
terms of the Railway Labor Act recom­ 
mended the railroads grant switchmen a 
40-hour week and a wage increase of 18 
cents an hour, or $1.44 for an 8-hour day. 
Despite the added financial burden in­ 
volved, the railroads are ready to accept 
these recommendations, as they have al­ 
ways accepted Emergency Board recom­ 
mendations on national issues. 
But the leaders of the Switchmen’s 
Union refuse to accept! They demand an 
average increase of 31 c e n t s a n h o u r o r 
$2.48 a d a y — although their present earn­ 
ings are substantially higher than those of 
workers in other industries! 


Board Sava Demands Unjustified 
In its report, the Board declared this de 
mand unjustified by all the evidence pre­ 
sented. It also pointed out that it would 
give the switchmen an unfair pay advan­ 
tage over other groups of railroad em­ 
ployes, and would add too great a burden 
to railroad costs. 
Here is another case of a railroad union 
flouting the findings of an Emergency 
Board—another case of calling a crippling 


strike in an outrageous and reckless at­ 
tempt to force demands which the Board 
clearly labels as unjustified! 


Traders of the Switchmen’s Union are

To Bring About Wiser Spending of Our City Income 


DO NOT BE MISLED or lulled into Inactivity by all this 
talk of fax reductions. The city has 21 different funds 
or pockets where money Is kept. Transfer of funds is 
accomplished by merely taking out of one pocket and 
putting it into another. 
FOCUS YOUR ATTENTION on total expenditures by city 
projects or city departments—EXPENDITURES DETERMINE 
YOUR PROPERTY TAX RATE. 
A FEW HIGHLIGHTS FROM CITY RECORDS OF EXPEN­ 
DITURES: 
IF WE HAD AN EARTHQUAKE and our city buildings and 
contents were destroyed or as they become worn out and 
obsolete we would be faced with borrowing approximately 
5800.000 to replace Ihem. That is. unless we had accumu­ 
lated a replacement or depreciation fund In keeping with 
sound business practice. Quoting from City Manager Rus­ 
sell Rink's article in The Desert Sun. lune 23: "Burdening 
the taxpayer with unnecessary depreciation reserve is poor 
practice ... the retirement of bonds ... constitutes a reserve 
Jot replacements because the bonding power of the city 
is increased with every payment on the principal." 
IT'S NO BURDEN to the taxpayer to save city Income for 
replacement of buildings through accruing a depreciation 
fund or for any other rainy-day needs. Does any home 
owner consider the amount he reduces the mortgage on 
his home as cash to be used for some other purpose? NO I— 
He will have to obtain a new loan If he hasn't saved the 
money. 
CITY EXPENDITURES determine the property tax rate— 
the tax rate does not determine the expenditure. It there- 
lore follows that IF expenditures are kept in balance and 
made wisely, the property tax rate will be lower. 
THE CITY COUNCIL as the duly elected representative body 
of the people is responsible to the people lor ail city 
income; (regardless of source) and all city expenditures. 
THE CITY MANAGER and other city employes are hired 
or fired by the city council and NOT by the taxpayers. 
Hence, city employes are responsible to the council and 
not to the taxpayers. 
THE CITY COUNCIL appropriates money from city funds 
for all expenditures and also determines the policy for 
all city government activities—the city manager and 
other employes carry out the council's instructions but 
they are not responsible to the taxpayers for the success 
or failure of the council's decisions. Let's look at some 
of the records of our city's spending. 
(A) The city is obligated now for the largest bonded in­ 
debtedness In the history of the city; about $1 000,00(1. 
This Is In effect a mortgage on taxpayer's property. 
(B) The city property tax collections have increased by 
a total of 160 per cent during the past three years. 
THE FOLLOWING IS A COMPARISON OF TOTAL EX­ 
PENDITURES FOR THE FISCAL YEARS OF 1943-44 through 
1946-47 as compared to 1947-48 through 1949-50 plus the 
proposed 1950-51 budget: 
(A) PUBLIC WORKS: We have spent or budgeted 5641.327 
during the past three years plus the new budget.

County's Quail Population 
Growing Rapidly, Report 


Quail are coming back to Riv­ 
erside county and quail guzzlers 
are responsible, John Laughlin, 
zone m anager for the state fish 
and game commission told m em ­ 
bers of the county conservation 
commission meeting at Idyllwild 
this week. 
Surveys made in 1949 and 
1950 showed an increase of 76 
birds per g u z z l e r of those 
checked. In 1949, the guzzlers 
averaged 27 birds each. In 1950, 
the same quail watering holes 
averaged 103 each. 
The quail guzzler is a large 
underground container built to 
hold 
a six month supply of 
rainwater. It is so constructed 
so that only birds and small 
game can enter for water. 
In Riverside county. 169 guzz­ 
lers 
have been installed by 
crews under the supervision of 
the Bureau of Game Conserva­ 
tion.This county leads in the quan­ 
tity of guzzlers. 
Because quail do not migrate 
far. watering holes are essen­ 


tial for survival. During the 
past few years the draught has 
taken a great toll of Southern 
California quail. 
The quail have had to move 
into more arid regions because 
of the spread of agriculture and 
habitation in the native breed­ 
ing grounds. 
Members of the county con­ 
servation commission also dis­ 
cussed the possible m odifica­ 
tion of the boundaries of Game 
Refuge 4-D. This refuge, lo­ 
cated on the eastern slopes of 
the San Jacinto mountains, was 
established as a desert bighorn 
sanctuary. 
H o w e v e r , some sportsmen 
have felt that because of its 
size, the refuge was impossible 
to patrol, and that m any deer 
were in the area. 
The county group listened to 
reports of the Fish and Game, 
and voted to have a com m it­ 
tee investigate the advisability 
of opening or modifying the ref­ 
uge. About 80 bighorns are be­ 
lieved to be in thp arid region 
near Pinyon Flats.
